Artists’  Course.  — This  course,  which  has  but  recently 
been  organized,  is  intended  to  afford  everv  possible  advan- 
tage of  thorough  instruction  to  those  wishing  to  prepare 
themselves  for  the  concert-room,  the  oratorios,  and  the  lyric 
stage.  The  course  embraces  three  years,  and  includes  pri- 
vate and  class  lessons  in  singing  and  cultivation  of  the  voice, 
interpretation  of  the  highest  works  of  the  masters,  dramatic 
action,  the  Italian  language,  and  harmony.  Admission  to 
the  rehearsals  of  the  best  solo,  choral,  and  orchestral  per- 
formances, will  be  secured  to  the  student,  and  introduction 
to  the  public  will  be  guaranteed.  The  fee  for  the  entire 
course  will  be  $900,  payable  yearly. 


Elocution,  Languages,  Drawing,  and  Painting*  are 
taught  by  eminent  masters,  and  unusual  facilities  are  afforded 
students  in  these  departments. 

Special  arrangements  for  lessons  have  been  made  for  the 
accommodation  of  schoolchildren. 

No  lessons  given  Thanksgiving  Day,  Dec.  24,  25,  and  26, 
Feb.  22,  and  Fast  Day. 

Persons  wishing  to  enter  the  Conservatory  should  apply 
before  the  commencement  of  the  term,  though  they  may  be 
admitted  up  to  the  middle  if  there  be  a vancancy  in  the  class.
